MAYWOOD, 111., April 7—Sixty-three 


Indians in a special ear en route to 


Washington to .sec President Koosevelt, 
were run into by a mail train two miles 
west, of here toduy during a fog. Three 
of 
the Indians were instantly killed, 


lliret; were fatally injured and twenty 
others were moro or less seriously hurt. 
The Indians who were not pinned in the 
wreck fled in a panic across the prairtt. 


The trains which collided 
were the 


Oregon express and the fast mail on the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway, No. C.

Physicians were promptly hurried to 


the scene. As soon as possible the in- 
jured were taken to Mnywood and Chi- 
cago.

The coaqh containing tho Indians wns 


a light clay carriage. It \yns complete 
ly wrecked. The rear end of the coach 
ahead was damaged; 


After the bodies of the dead had been 


removed from the wreckage nnd placed 
in a row on the prairie besiile she tracks, 
nn incident probably unparalleled in rail- 
way records took place. Tl'ic uninjured 
among the Indians gathered about nnd 
led bv Chief Iron Tail solemnly chanted 
tho Indian death song. 


CHIEF BRAVE UNTO DEATH. 


After the collision tho passengers in 


the other conches of the two trains hur- 
ried to the reueiie and after a hard 
struggle pulled them from beneath the 
wreckage. Chief White Horse, in charge 
of the -Indians on tho train was fatally 
injured. The bodies of the Indians who 
had been killed outright were laid on 
the prairie beside the track, Chief White 
Horse being carried with them. He said 
ho knew that death was near and re- 
quested .that he be placed near his dead 
compunions. The chief was propped up 
.and sat stoically while physicians work 
ed over Inn injuries. He smoked a pipe 
ijtiictly und showed no signs of the pnii

A terrifying 
tcrric-i <>f wild yells from the Indians 
were heard liy the passengers, jumping 
from ciK'h side of t.he cars ahead. All

Lawrence Olle was born in Mt. Pleas- 


ant, Ratine county, 42 years ago, receiv- 
ing his education in the district, public 
and parochial schools of the country and 
citv. At an early age he'started in bus- 
iness here and eventually became one of: 
the proprietors of the Metropolitan .ho- 
tel, : running that hostelry.-, successfully, 
until he and his brother took ihe -Hotel 
Belvidere; some years ago,and'rnade that, 
a pdpular.aiid sought after, house by the 
traveling'.public and others. ;-He'was a 
kind hearted and generous man, never 
knowingly, did man, woman or child a 
wrong in his life, and he was..always 
ready and iiwxious to assist .those,in- dis- 
tress or trouble. In addition to this he 
never refused to assist any public move- 
men which he believed was for the good 
of the city and community,and on many 
occnsions was at the head of important 
committees. So fnr as known he had no 
enemies and his friends can be counted 
by the thousands, expressions of sorrdw 
oil every hand attesting that fact.

in years old, occupies a cell in a prison 
of far away Italy. .The young man be- 
licccs that he is a murderer and in'wnnt- 
ed for the crime in Racine. While it is 
true that he killed his cousin during tho 
sjonth of July, last, a coroner's jury de- 
-p^led that it was an accident, but after 
the 'affair Ruffalo fled and since that 
inne has been-a fugitive and labored un- 
der the impression that the officers.were 
«terywhere 
searching 
for him. The 


'. of tho affair ia one of interest and 


siib'ws tiiat. Ruffalo returned to his na- 
tive country.as fast as steam railway 
and boat could .take him. But the news 
-traveled 'faster nnd when he 
arrived 


there he was charged with murder and 
arrested, nnd now awaits" action in that 
country. 


HOW HE KILLED A COUSIN. 


On July 10, 1903, Vincent Ruffalo and 


his cousin, John-Cairo, were employed at 
the Racine Malleable & Wriguht Iron 
company at Lakeside. They boarded at 
one of the bonrdiug houses in operation 
and appeared to be fast friends. On the 
evening of the tenth of- July they had 
been playing-cards and become.-quite hi- 
larious and bantered each other about 
their ' rHfitire1 strength and 'wrestling 
abilities. Ruffalo claimed' he was very 
strong and afraid of no man in the 
world and could throw Cairo with'case. 
Cairo did not want to wrestle, but was 
induced to try conclusions. 


THE BOUT AXD DEATH. 


The two men repaired to the rear,of 


a barber shop «nd proceeded to wrestle. 
There had been a heavy rain, the ground 
was muddy and the planking of a nar- 
iow, ] sidewalk "iu; the yard 
slippery. 


Grasping each-.other the men 'tried dif-' 
fercnt-holds, bnt'-neither could get a'd- 


of the ol/herV Suddenly the foot

FLEES ix EVIDENT: TERROR. 


When Ruffalo.saw that his cousin was 


dead he shrieked, "My God, he is no 
more, I am very sorry." Theu he fled 
away in the darkness. 
Officers were no- 


tified, went to the scene with Coroner 
Hoylc aud the body was brought to this 
city. Every effort to apprehend Kuffa- 
lo failed. It wns reported that hn was 
in Kcnosha, Milwaukee and other cities, 
but not a sonl knew for certain. .\n 
inquest was held and the evidence taken 
showed that the affair was not murder, 
as first supposed, but an accident and a 
verdict 
was rendered accordingly 
and 


the body was buried. 


WEST TO SUXJsY ITALY. 


'•'• IlufTalo, supposing that he was a":niur- 
derer and amenable to the law, fled di- 
rect to New York aud took a boat' for 
his old home- in Italy. After he had 
been there a short time the news"'oi 
Cairo's death' was received by his rela- 
tives and it'was believed Buffalo mur- 
dered him. The mother of Cairo openly 
accused KulTalo of having murdered her 
son in America. Ruffalo denied thin at 
first, but when shown letters and other 
proofs he broke down and confeised, but 
msintaincd he did not murder his cousin 
intentionally. The mother, of the dead 
man was furious as were other relatives 
and consulted Italian officers. 


RUFFALO WAS ARRESTED. 


The news that Ruffalo was in Italy 


and arrested on charge of murder in 
America came to 
Attorney 'Thomas 


Hardy, of the -Robinson block, who had 
business with a number of Italians. The 
Italian authorities wrote to the Italian 
eon-iiil nt Chicago and nskcd him to get 
a record of the case and also to advise 
whether Ruffalo wa» wanted: The..con- 
sul wrote to Attorney Hardy who got 


:tlie facts in regard to the affair and sent 
'.them, on, Jo .the consul. This informa- 
tion will be sent to Itnly and no doubt 
\\-IIPII the officers there receive it-Kuf- 
fnlo will he released iind .i"»de u happy 
man. by., the knowledge, that the people 


here consider the death of his .cousin ac- 
cidental and that he is not wanted for 
murder.

cruelties aro practiced on the native peo- 
ple. 1 have seen a number of times at 
loast 50,000 fleeing into tlie forests to 
escape from the cannibal soldiers of King 
Leopold; I have seen the soldiers scour- 
ing through the forests, and, after catch- 
ing a number of men whom the govern- 
ment wanted as laborers, going 
away 


with the captives tied together'by ropea 
•round their necks. Raids upon villages 
are being constantly made, some of the 
people arc killed and eaten, others aro 
carried away into captivity and sold; 
others are forced into labor and military 
service. I can. buy all tho slaves you 
want at Lueoo at from $10 to $15 apiece. 


HANDS AS EVIDENCE. 


Whon these raids are made the most 


awful cruelties are practiced. Innocent 
woman and children are killed or captur- 
ed, hands are cut off to be taken back 
to the white Belgian officers to show 
that the work has been well done and 
pi-eat sections arc 
being depopulated. 


One of these raids was made near one 
of our mission stations—one of our mis- 
sionaries went to the scene and counted 
eighty-one hands cut off and drying over 
a flre, to be taken back to the Belgian 
ofTiceiv. 
Forty-five dead 
bodies 
were 


counted lying nearby. 


DENY ALL CHARGES.

nnd the emperor at once began to .lib- 
eralize his policy by calling around him 
men who were advocates of the new 
order. 
Mott prominent among these 


were Marquis Ito and Count Inouye. 
From ji_ warring, thsater^pA tha^retaln- 
crs of'petty' ToYUK .TCpa'ri'svnldenTy'"Be- 
came a united nation. Out of the idea 
of nationality grew- tha conception of 
a well defined national mission—that 
of being the leader of the orient in the 
introduction of western civilization. 
Almost in the twinkling of au eye the 
old eiclnsiveness disappeared, visitors 
were welcomed, and Japs began to 
travel. Perceiving the wonderful ad- 
vancement made by occidental nations, 
the newly awakened land determined 
to share in their progress. To achieve 
that end it was necessary to adopt "Uie 


af the ftrwrt vlctorJes-'"ln the ancient 
times -was the almost complete destruc- 
tion or.au immense: army of Chineso 
that had sailed acroiis In. their Jnnk« to 
Invade one of the Jap island*. The C«- 
Ifistials never reached shore. 
Lesson of the Ships. 


The llrst glimpse of the western 


world .that had come to fire the Japa- 
nese imagination -was the sight of a 
fleet of warships. What wonder, then, 
.that OBO of iflie Initial .activities of the 
awakening nation was in the direction 
of the construction of a larger navy? 
Tho first tangible start seems to have 
been in the purchase from the United, 
States government of the Stonewall 
-Jackson, a 1,300 ton ship carrying a 
ten ton gun, besides smaller ones, a; 
powerful vessel 'for that "day. 
She: 


'was renamed the Adruma, and, with- 
hor a»'a model, the Japs began that ca- 
reer of adaptation and Imitation-that 
has had such remarkable .results. Tto 
^purchase, of the Adzuma was made' in 
1800, two years before the revolution.j 
In 1877 another and greater ship was 
bought.' 
This was the Foouo, 3,718 


tons, double screw, speed thlrteea 
knots. 
This ship carried a broadside 


central battery and was 220 feet long.' 
Three small ironclads, the Kongo, HI-' 
yoi and Rtnjo, of 1,300 tons each, were 
added in.the two years following. These 
constituted the Japanese navy hi 1880.- 


In the succeeding decade only two 


more ironclads were added to the list, 
but a considerable squadron of fast 
cruisers was built on Japan's order in 
various foreign countries. 
With the 


addition of two more very speedy 
cruisers in the nest four years, these 
made up Japan's naval strength at the 
beginning of her war with China. 


This remarkable naval evolution was 


not confined alone to ships. The far- 
sighted statesmen like Ito saw that 
boats were useless unless manned by 
crews that understood them. It takes 
longer to train officers and men than it 
floes to build vessels, so provision was 
made for such training. America, Eng- 
land and other countries were asked to 
allow Japanese officers to serve aboard 
their ships, acd also that Yankee and 
British officers be permitted to serve

strides Japan has innde in the direc- 
tion of navy building it is necessary 
to go back nearly half a century. 


It in loss thun fifty-one years ago 


that Commodore Perry one day drop- 
ped anchor lu the boy of Yeddo. That 
event in itself was not of any partic- 
ular importance to the nation which 
aent him nor just then to the nation 
he visited. Ho had simply gone to ask 
for the opening of two' Japanese ports 
to American trade and had taken a 
flcat along to gain a respectful hear- 
ing. Tho shogun, who was the virtual 
ruler, looked upon the fleet, saw tho 
force of the argument and gave his 
assent 
Xhero the Immediate transac- 


tion ended. Yet to the very large num- 
ber of small slant eyes that gazed upon 
tho spectacle the Yankee squadron was 
like a revelation from another world. 
An Event of Portent. 


Tho JAi>an that. Kerry, .saw was t-?« 


Japan that had 'existed'for centuries. 
The brown littlo people were wearing 
basket shoes and wide flowing kimo- 
nos, (vs their revered ancestors had 
done for no one bat tho antiquarians 
knowf: how long. The samurai wero 
flghtln; for their petty lords with tho 
•nine 1x>Y78 and arrows and .peculiarly 
ehnpcd swords thut their fathers .had 
used before thorn. The queer tubs of- 
boato darted out from the high and in- 
dented coasts as similar tubs had dart- 
ed since tho beginning of the Christian 
era. Tho geisha girls 1n the odd little 
tea bouses courtesled and flirted and 
sang as other geisha .girls had done, 
from time Immemorial. Two hundred, 
and fifty noblemen, called dalrolos, 
havtnj; nt their head one whom they 
bad elected shogun, ruled the. country, 
while tho titular mikado, like, tha Chi- 
nese emperor of the present day, was 
a prisoner who was only allowed to 
gpeak to his fellow men from behind a 
painted screen.

Railroads were introduced. Japanese 
youths were sent abroad to'study in 
tho foundries. 
The marvelous imita- 


tive faculty of the people 'came into 
play, autl in a short time native shops 
were constructing machinery on the 
exact pattern that had been observed 
abroad.

evidence In the navy and army. In- 
deed, there can be little doubt that the 
dream of becoming a great military 
power was the actuating -motive In the 
modernizing of Japan.

A 
contempt -of physical danger and of 
death had been Inculcated in the minds 
jf the children from the earliest ages. 
A large section of the population had 
no other trade than fighting. Such a 
spirit as this had to have outlet In 
some direction, and'when the -unifica- 
tion cf the empire came at the begin- 
ning cf the reign of the>present mllcado 
the military ardor had to seek an out- 
ward object on which to vent -Itself, 08 
internal fllsoord was at an end. It was 
then that the dream came of a greater 
Japan.

Of even greater Importance was tho 
opening of tlie Naval academy at An-- 
napolls to a certain number of Japa- 
nese students. Here were trained sev- 
eral of the admirals now distinguish- 
ing themselves in the war with Russia. 
Powerful Vessels. 


After the Boier uprising, when the 


allies were withdrawn from Peking, 
•Japan's military activity continued. 
The navy, was strengthened by the In- 
troduction of some of the greatest 
fighting machines afloat Today the 
Japanese fleet contains four battle- 
ships averaging over 15,000 tons each, 
two of them, the Mikasa and the Asa- 
lii, reaching 15,200. These are larger 
than any ships of the Russians and as 
large as any In the world. 


Nor was the mikado's government 


satisfied with securing only the shipf. 
She already had well trained gswners 
and crews, as'had been shown In the 
battles of tlie Talu and .Port Arthur. 
These wore not enougli. ^The-Spanish- 
American war showed' what marks-, 
manship will do. As soon as the Amer- 
ican gunners were left idle after the 
close of that conflict Japan began bid- 
ding for them. It was estimated that 
Just prior to the outbreak ot the Rus- 
so-Japanese war there were at least 
SOO American gunners.in the navy 6f 
tlie mikado. These are the men who 
fought with Dewey at Manila* and-.wlth 
Ccbley at Santiago.

If let 
alone it would after a time eat its way 
out of the cocoon and become a moth.

The next stage is that of winding the1 


silk fiber from the cocoons. The worms 
are put in a basin of warm water and 
tossed about gently till the fiber is 
loosened.

threads Into one. 'The fiber on the'outr 
side of the cocoon is rougher and 
coarser-than the inner part. When this 
Is reeled off it forms what is called 
In our country raw silk. It Is spun-into 
threads by the Jap girls and women 
and woven into clothing for their own 
families.

made into large skeins and sold.

IN TRAHKi 
THREHRE SLAIN 


Collision Near Maywoocl, III., 


Their Special Car Suffering 


Entire Damage.

MAYWOOD, 111., April 7.—Sixty-threc 


Indians in a special car en route to 
Washington to sec President Roosevelt, 
were run into by a mail train two miles 
west of here today during a fog. Three 
of the Indians were instantly killed, 
three were fatally injured and twenty 
others were more or less seriously hurt. 
The Indiana who were not pinned in the 
wreck fled iu a panic across the prairie. 


The trains which collided were the 


Oregon express and the fast mail on" the 
Chicago & Northwestern railway, No, 6. 
The express train was run into by the 
mail 
<ruin. Both -trains were 
east 


bound. 


Physicians were promptly hurried to1 


the scene. As soon ns possible the in-' 
jured wore taken to Maywood and Chi- 
cago. 


All the victims of the wreck were In- 


dians.

The coach containing the Indians was 


a light day carriage. It was complete- 
ly wrecked. The rear end of the coach 
ahead was damaged. 


After the bodies of the dead had been 


removed from the wreckage and placed 
in a row on the prairie beside the tracks, 
an incident probably unparalleled in rail- 
way records took place. The uninjured 
among the Indians gathered about and 
led by Chief Iron Tail solemnly chanted 
the Indian death song. 


CHIEF BRAVE USTO DEAT1L 


After the collision the passengers in 


the other coaches of the two trains hur- 
ried to the rescue and after a hard 
struggle pulled them from beneath the 
wreckage. Chief White Horse, in charge 
of the 'Indians on the train was fatally 
injured. 
The bodies of the Indians who 


had been killed outright were laid on 
the prairie beside the track, Chief White 
Horse being carried with them. He said 
he knew that death was near and re- 
quested .that he be placed near his dead 
companions. The chief was propped up 
.and ant stoically while physicians work- 
ed over hit .injuries. He smoked a pipe 
quietly and showed no signs of the pniin 
he must have been .Buffering. One by 
one the other injured Indian* were slow- 
ly token from the special car and placed 
upon the ground near their dying chief 
and dead comrades. 
The physician* 


hurried from one to auo.tliMvof the in- 
jured, administering to tlie'wants of'all 
while nrrangemeuis; were being uisde to 


take the red men to the nearest hospit- 
al*. 


Persons who were on the train said 


that the collision unquestionably was 
the result of the 
dense fog which 


stretched 
from "Lake Michigan 
today 


many miles westward. In addition to 
the fog, cloud? of escaping steam envel- 
oped the wreck nnd added to. the diffi- 
culty of rescue. 


ALARMED BY WILD YELLS. 


A moment after the crash there was 


not a sound from the ill-fated coach. 
Then out; by one those surviving the 
crash regained in part their senses and 
began shouting for aid. A terrifying 
servics of wild yells from the Indians 
were heard by the passengers, jumping 
from each side oi rtic cars ahead. AH 
tlie men passengers and many of tlie wo- 
men on board the two trains hastened to 
the aid of .the injured Indians. The fact 
that one side of the rear car felt the 
full force of the 'impact'.'undoubtedly 
saved 
tlie lives of many Indians who 


were thrown out on the prai/ie. 


SHOW NO SIGNS OF PAIN. 


The Indians were from the reservation 


near Rushville, Neb., and their journey 
east was primarily for show purposes at 
New York.

It was a pitiable sight to see the In: 


dians lying on the ground clad in their 
native garments with red blankets dyed 
deeper by the blood of their friends. The 
men were of splendid physique and the 
exhibition of calm nerve on the,part of 
White Horse was a good example of that 
of the other members of the Indian, par- 
ty.

Lawrence Olle was born in Mt. Pleas- 


ant, Riveine county, 42 years ago,,receiv- 
ing his education in the district, public 
and parochial schools of the country arid 
city. At an.early age lie started in bus- 
iness jhere and eventually became one ofi 
the proprietors; of the Metjiopolitan ho 
tel, 'Running that hostelry successfully 
until jhe .and his brother.tqo.k the.Hotel 
BelvideEe; sgrne years ago and made that, 
a popular,aiid souglit after hoyse by the 
travc5ing,,,pul>lic and others 
He was a 


kind icartcd and generous man, never 
knowingly, did- man, woman or child T. 
wrong .in. his life, and he was always 
ready; and anxious to assist those m dis 
tress or trouble. In addition! to this he 
never refused to assist any public move- 
men which he believed was for the good 
of the city and community^and on many 
occasions was at the head of important 
committees. So far as known he had no 
enemies and his friends can be counted 
by the thousands, expressions of sorrdw 
on every hand attesting that fact. With- 
al he was honest and upright in every 
business transaction, -and lie was 
an 


ideal business man and citizen. There 
never was a kinder husband or more in- 
dulgent father. 'Is it any wonder that 
the community mourns over the death 
of so good a man?. 


Mr. Olle was a member of the St. 


Mary's Court, Catholic Order of For- 
esters; J>i the German Catholic Young 
Men's association; Catholic Knights of 
Wisconsin' and other societies. 


There survives him a wife and two 


sons, Irving and Lawrence Olle; a moth- 
er, Mrs. Barbara Olle, of Tenth, street;

STATE CONVENTION CALL 


Basis ot Representation Same as 


1900—Governor Disregards 


Party Bute. 


The call for the state convention to 


be heliMay ISlh at Madison states that 
it ia for the purpose of'electing four del-; 
egates,"(each county being entitled to 
one delegate'for every 250 Republican 
votes, or major .fraction thereof, cast-at 
the presidential election in 1900) and 
four alternates to the Republican nation- 
al convention to be held at- Chicago, '111;, 
on the 'SJst.day of June, 1904, to nomi- 
nate thirteen electors of president and 
vice president of the United States; to 
place in nomination a Republican state 
ticket, viz.: Governor, lieutenant "gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, state treasur- 
er, attorney -general, railroad commis- 
sioner and comiriissioner of insurance, to 
be voted for at the general election in 
November next. Also tor select a chair- 
man of the state central committee and 
two members from each congressional 
district, to~ constitute : such committee,- 
and the transaction of such' other busi- 
ness as may properly conic before the 
convention.

19 years old, occupies d cell in a prison 
of far away Italy. The young man be- 
lieces that he is a murderer and is* want- 
ed for the crime in Racine. While it is 
true that he killed his cousin during the 
a^onth of July, last, a coroner's jury de- 
Ipqd'thatjt was an accident, but "after

affair Buffalo fled and since that

'.&ir the impression that the officers were 


jiere searching for, him: The 


mbi-y of the affair ia one of interest and 
shows that. Ruffalo returned to his na- 
(ive country,as fast as steam railway 
»nd boat could .take him. .But the news 
traveled ; faster and when he 
arrived 


there1 he was charged with murder and 
arrested, and now awaits' action in that 
country. 


HOW HE KILLED A COUSIK. 
• 


On July 10, 1903, Vincent Ruffalo and 


his cousin, John-Cairo, were employed at 
the Racine Malleable & Wriguht Iron 
company at Lakeside. They boarded at 
one of the boarding houses in operation 
and appeared to be fast friends. On the 
evening of the tenth of- July they had 
^tteen playinjf- cards and., became; quite Mr. 
Jarious and bantered each other about 
"their " fetetit^stfe'ngfli and 'wrestling 
abilities. Ruffalo claimed he was very 
strong and afraid of no man in the 
world and could' throw Cairo with'ease. 
Cairo did not want to wrestles but waa 
induced to try conclusions. 


THE BOUT AXD DEATH. 


The two men repaired to the rear,of 


a barber shop and proceeded- to wrestle. 
There had been a heavy rain, the ground 
was muddy and the planking of a nar- 
row. '; sidewalk "in" the yard slippery.

FLEES IN* EVIDENT TERROR. 


When Ruffalo .saw that his cousin was 


dead he shrieked, "My God, he is no 
more, I am very sorry," Then he fled 
away in the darkness. Officers were no- 
tified, went to the scene with Coroner 
Hoyle and the body was brought to this 
city. Every effort to apprehend Ruffa- 
lo failed. It was reported that he was 
in Kenosha, Milwaukee and other cities, 
but not a soul knew for certain. An 
inquest was held, and the evidence taken 
showed that the affair was hot,murdcr, 
ns first supposed, but an accident and a 
verdict was rendered accordingly and 
the body was buried. 


WENT TO SUNNY ITALY. 


'l'lvuffalo, supposing that he was rf'niur' 
:derer and amenable to the law, fl£d 3K 
:rect to New York and took a boat';for 
his old home - in Italy. After' lie had 
been there a short time the newsf^oi 
Cairo's death was received by his rela- 
tives and it Was believed Buffalo rinn- 
dcred him. The mother of Cairo open I v 
accused Ruffalo of haying murdered her 
son in America. Ruffalo denied this at 
first, but when shown letters and other 
proofs he broke down and confessed, but 
mitintained he did not murder big cousin 
intentionally. The mother, of the dead 
man was furious as were other relatives 
and consulted Italian officers. 


RUFFALO WAS ARRESTED. 


The news tbat Buffalo was in Italy 


and arrested on charge of murder 
in 


America came to Attorney Thomas 
Hardy, of the Robinson block, who had 
business with a number of Italian*. The 
Italian authorities wrote to the Italian 
consul at Chicago and asked him to get 
a record of the case and also to advise 
whether Ruffulo wo* wanted; The con- 
sul wrote to Attorney Hardy who got 


;tlie facts in regard to the affair and sent 
them on to the consul. This informa- 
tion will be sent to Italy and no doubt 
when the officers there receive it Ruf- 
falo will be rolenspJ am) made H happy 
man. by. tb« knowledge that ilic people 


here consider the death of his .cousin ac- 
cidental 'and that be is not wanted for 
murder. 


TUG J. C.EVANS ON 


THE RACINE REEF 


Fast on Rocky Ledge Bat Athens 


in Tow Escapes—Assistance 
•; 


on the Way Frojn 


Milwaukee. 


Shortly after 12 o'clock today the 


large and powerful tug J. C..Evans; own- 
ed by the Great Lakes; Towing associa- 
tion, ran on Racine reef, a short distance 
north of the Pintsch lighthouse. The tug 
was bound from Milwaukee to Chicago, 
having the large three-masted 
barge 


Athens in tow. The Athens did not 
strike on the rocky ledge, but drifted to 
the south and came to anchor, inhere 
she now•> lies. 


At the time of the accident there was 


a dense fog. . The commander ot the tug 
Captain McGeary, sounded the whistle 
and tbe fishing tug Emma* Bloucher im- 
mediately. steamed out and the life sav- 
'ing crew also went out. Captain Mc- 
Geary came ashore and tried to make ar- 
rangements for the tug Dixon" steaming 
up and getting the stranded boat afloat, 
but it would take three hours.before this 
could be done. Captain ^ McGeary: tele- 
phoned, to Milwaukee for assistance and 
was ..informed .that the .large tug-Myera 
would come down.

The captain said .he cleared Chicago 


last night for Milwaukee after the barge 
Athens and .left,. Milwaukee ,tlii«,morn- 
ing. A dense fog came, up on .the lake. 
He kept his course and all of a sudden 
the tujj struck and became fast and he 
figured that he. was on Racine reef a"n4 
sounded 'the\whistle. He said that the 
boat was not on heavy, and believed s'le 
could be'easily released. The stranded 
boat is valued at aikijit $20,000; is 80 
feet lona-and'a' good^boat. Whether the 
vessel*ls?insured he did not know.

Glover was not'captured in Racine, and 
I do not believe that he could have been 
taken out of the city if he had been; he 
was captured at a farm house in the 
to\yn of C'atedouia and.hustled off to tho 
Milwaukee jail in a bugjzy. I think that 
a man .named Cunningham and Dan 
Houghton assisted the U. S. Marshal in

M. Morrison, a southern Presbyterian 
minister to the Congo - FfVo State, ' in 
speaking to the Presbyterian Ministers' 
association here gave an impressive reel 
Is) of the alleged barbarities, practiced 
upon the natives of the Congo; State by 
those holding the power. "1-lived with1 
the people, for seven years. ,1 know 
what I am-talking nbont'Stsaid Dr. Mor- 
rison. "Leopold maintains there n na- 
tive" cannibal army'of 20,000 men, offic-; 
ered by white'Belgians and arme.d with 
repeating rifles. These men representing 
the worst and most savage type of the 
natives, were first caught, then carried 
far away from their homes and forced 
into this military service. 


The cannibal soldiery is used to com 


pel the natives to bring in enormous tri- 
bute of ivory and India .rubber. It.ia 
worth noting that the king of Belgium 
is today reputed to be the largest deni- 
er in ivory and rubber in the world; 


. MOST TERRIBLE CRUELTIES. - 


" As a result of this force labor and mil- 
itary service, -great ' and unspeakable 
cruelties arc practiced on' the native peo- 
ple. I have seen a number of times, at 
least 50,000 fleeing into tlie forests to 
escape from the cannibal soldiers of Kin( 
Leopold; I have seen the soldiers scour- 
ing through the forests, and, after catch- 
ing a number of men whom the govern- 
ment wanted as laborers, going 
away 


with the captives tied together'by ropes 
•round their necks. Raids upon villages 
are being constantly made, some of the 
people arc killed and eaten, others are 
carried away into captivity and gold; 
others are forced into labor and military 
service. I can buy all the slaves yo-o 
want at LueBo at from $10 to $15 apiece. 


HANDS AS EVIDENCE. 


When these raids are made the mosl 


awful cruelties are practiced. Innoceni 
women and children are killed or captur 
ed, hands are cut off to be taken back 
to the white Belgian officers to show 
that the work has been well done and 
great sections are 
being depopulated 


One of these raids was made near one 
of our mission stations—one of our mis 
sionaries went to the scene and counted 
riphty-one hands cut off and drying over 
n lire, to he taken back to the Belgian 
officer*. 
Forty-five dead bodies were 


counted lying nearby. 


DENY ALL CHARGES. 


The Belgian government makes the us 


nnl stereotyped denial of all these chnr 
gc-s. I have seen personally the gover 
nor of the Congo State. He won't do 
anything. I have been in the palace o 
th« king of Belgium and have seen the 
most prominent officials of the Congo 
government. They won't do anything 
The English government is greatly in 
tcrcsted in the situation.

CHICAGO, April 5.— A special cable 
lispatch dated Tien Tain, received today 
y the Daily News from Richard H. 
ittle, staff correspondent of the News, 
ays: 
"While tlie Daily Nevis dispatch boat 
awan lias been permitted by the Rus- 


sians to depart from the harbor of New 
Chwang, the Muscovites thus far have 
'ailed to release from prison our two 
fiipanose servants. The lives of these- 
noffensivc persons may even be in dan- 
ger. The Fawan left Chefoo last week 
nd 'at that time it was not known that 
he Russians had proclaimed martial 
aw at New Ghwang which wag supposed 
.o be a neutral port that was free to all 
comers. 


"Mr. 
Washbnrn and 
myself 
were 


jreatly astonished, therefore, when on 
arriving at the bar of New Chwang har- 
jor the Fawan was seized by Russian 
officials who came out to us in a gleam 
aunch. The muster of our crew reveal- 
ed the presence' of two Japanese which 
caused great excitement among pur cap- 
tors. Our offer to retire immediately 
was declined and soldiers with fixed bay- 
onets soon boarded the vessel, seized the 
servants and dragged them from the ship 
defying the protection of the British 
lag under which the boat sailed. 


The arrest was made at the.inouth of 


;he harbor which is not recognized by 
Great Britain and the United States as 
Belonging to Russia.

'JEFFERSON, CITY, MO., April 5.—A 


desperate attempt to escape from the 
jjjiisspuri penitentiary was made today 
by'four convicts, heavily armed and also 
carrying sticks of dynamite. They had 
succeeded in cutting their way out of 
their cells, and when Guard John- Wil- 
liams, in making his rounds came upon 
them in the corridor they called on him 
to halt. Williams fled and gave the 
alarm, and a corps of guards responded 
and soott overpowered the convicts and 
placed them in other cells. The con- 
victs, James Thornton, P. T. Ellis, James 
McDonald and J. C. Millard, assert that 
they secured the revolvers and dynamite 
by express, but the prison authorities 
believe the weapons and explosives were 
smuggled'to them by friends in visiting. 
An investigation was immediately insti 
tuted. 
Thornton, Ellis and-McDonald came 


to the penitentiary three years ago on 
ten year sentences each for safe blow- 
ing in Platts county. Millard was sen- 
tenced from Caps Girardeau county for 
grand larceny.

over the wires. A case a few days ago' 
in court resulted in two operators being 
held in $5,000 bonds to answer a charge 
of disclosing tlie contents o't telegrams 
received by th,e telegraph company. But 
this being the law, then, how is it the 
law will proceed to punish these same 
two operators ori;a different proposition); 
that of refusing to reveal .the contents 
of telegraph dispatches if so ordered on' 
.any court process. But to make :this 
proceeding probably in better legal 
shape, how is it.then a court which will 
pnnish telegraph operators for revealing 
contents of dispatches, will punish man- 
agers of telegraph companies who refuse 
to give up copies of dispatches if order- 
ed in a proceeding in court.

A SUBSIDY COMMISSION.

as regards legislation for the shipping in- 
terests is that reported having for its 
object the creation, of a 'commission 
which shall during the congressional in- 
termission investigate into the question 
of a ship subsidy. This subsidy assumes 
more than one form anil tlie idea is that 
the commission will'examine thoroughly 
into the several propositions advanced 
for aiding the shipping interests, as well 
as investigating whether it ia best for 
the national welfare to establish any 
system of subsidy, and if so in what 
form.

HB-flmeloypieut of Japan's navy 


from a handful of worthless 
junta Into one el the finest bod- 
ies of fighting vessels in the 


•world within the space of four decades 
Is unparalleled to the naval history 
»f the world. This marvelous develop, 
naent oould not have taken place If the 
nation had not possessed the Innate In- 
telligence and Inherent bravery with- 
out which neither military nor, naval 
progress is possible. The adoption of 
modern methods was new to the Japs, 
but they did not-hsive to-acquire cour- 
age or Intelligence, for those they have 
always hnd. 
Under the old daimlos 


the Japanese-were constantly at. •war 
with each other by land and by "sen, 
but 1 heir warfare until u few decades 
•go was waged in the most primitive 
fashion. 
They have always been good 


sailors. They could not be otherwise 
and exist lu the peculiarly located lit- 
tle empire which they love so well. 
Tens of thousands of - Japanese get 
their living from the Ben, mid the uv- 
•rage Jap takes to the watprns natu- 
rally as a cluck. It was therefore but 
natural that when the mikado began to 
get together a navy of fighting ship* 
worthy the name he found ready com- 
paratively well trained men to man 
them. A little, a very little, training 
gave the Japanese the knowledge nec- 
essary to enable them to use the guns 
with reasonable effectiveness, and the 
empire began to got ambitious in a na- 
val way. Then began that marvelous 


the departing battleships .had'vanished 
over the horizon, so the old Japan was 
to vanish," and, compared to the longv 
ages of its past almost as swiftly. 


Other vessels came, messenger* of 


peace this time, merchantmen/carrying 
strange wares. 
But the articles of 


trade were not the only cargoes. Every 
ship; brought the tales -of another civi- 
lization. The Jap mind proved fertil? 
soil for this new seed. Almost Imme- 
diately it took root, and'in a few years 
.the land was overran, by new Ideas. 
Perry's visit was In 1853, and In 1868 
came the revolution that placed the 
present mikado, on the throne in fact 
as well as in,name. All nations were! 
now admitted to the Japanese .ports; 
and the emperor at. once began to .lib- 
eralize his policy by calling around him' 
men who were advocates of the new 
order. 
Most prominent among these 


were Marquis Ito and Count Inoriye. 
From _a_warring theater, tj^thedretafn- 
ere of'petty' TWHVs" JaTpan"?iBJdenTy" lie- 
came a united nation 
Out of the idea 


of nationality grew-tha conception of 
* well denned national mission—that 
of being the leader "of the orient in the 
introduction of western civilization. 
Almost In-the twinkling of an eye the 
old exclnsiveness disappeared, visitors 
were welcomed, and Japs began to 
trrivel. Perceiving the wonderful ad- 
vancement made by occidental -nations, 
this newly awakened land determined 
to share in their progress 
To achieve 


that end it was necessary to adopt the 


it the great victories-in the andtnt 
limes was 'the almost complete destruc- 
tion of ..an immense, army of Chinese 
that had sailed across in their Junks to 
Invade one of the Jap island*. The Ce- 
lestials never reached shore.' 
Lesson of the Ships. 


The first glimpse of the western 


world .that had come to flre the Japa- 
nese imagination was the sight of a 
fleet of warships. What wonder, then, 
.that one of the initial activities of the 
awakening nation'was in the direction 
of the construction of a larger navy? 
The first tangible start seems to have 
been In the purchase from the United 
States government of the Stonewall 
, Jackson, a 1,300 ton ship carrying a 
ten ton gun, besides smaller ones, a 
powerful vessel' for that' day. 
She 


'was renamed the Adzuma, and, with' 
her as'a model, the Japs began that ca- 
reer of adaptation and Imitation-that 
has had such remarkable results. The 
.purchase of the Adzuma wai made in 
1906. tw.o years before the revolution., 
In 1877 another and greater ship was1 
bought 
This was the Fooso, 3,718 


tons, double screw, speed thirteen; 
knots. This ship carried a broadside 
central battery and was 220 feet long, 
Three small ironclads, the Kongo, HI-1 
yei and Rinjo, of 1,300 tons each, were 
added in.the two years following. These 
constituted the Japanese navy In 1880.- 


In the succeeding decade only two 


• more ironclads were added to the list, 
but, a considerable squadron of fast 
cruisers was built on Japan's order in 
various foreign countries. With the 
addition 'of two more very speedy 
cruisers in the nest four years, these; 
made up Japan's naval strength at th* 
beginning of her war with China. 


This remarkable naval evolution was 


not confined alone to ships. The far- 
sighted statesmen like Ito saw that 
boats were useless unless manned by 
crews that understood them. It takes 
longer to train officers and men than it 
does to build vessels, so provision was 
made for such training. America, Eng- 
land and other countries .were asked toi 
allow Japanese officers to serve aboard! 
their ships, and also that Yankee and 
British officers be permitted to serve

But ;to fully understand the rapid1 


strides Japan has made In the direc- 
tion of navy building it is necessary 
to go back nearly half a century. 


It 1* less than fifty-one years ago 


that Commodore Perry one day drop- 
ped anchor in the bay of Yeddo. That 
event in Itself was not of any partic- 
ular importance to the nation which 
sent him nor just then to the nation 
he visited. He had simply gone to ask 
for the opening of two' Japanese ports 
to American trade and had taken a 
fleet along to gain a respectful hear- 
ing. The shogun, who was the virtual 
ruler, looked upon the fleet, saw tha 
force of the argument and gave his 
assent. There the Immediate transac- 
tion ended. let to the very large nnm- 
txr of small slant eyes that gazed upon 
the spectacle the Yankee squadron wa» 
Hke a revelation from another world. 
An Event of Portent. 


Tho Jmnan. that..Kerry..saw was Jib* 


Japan that had existed'for centuries. 
The brown little people were wearing 
basket shoes and wide flowing kimo- 
nos, ns their revered ancestors had 
done for DO one but the antiquarians 
IcnowR how long. The samurai were" 
flghtln; for their petty lords with the 
•ame lx>ws and arrows and peculiarly 
•hnpec- swords that their fathers .hud 
used before them. The queer tubs -of'. 
boats darted out from the high and in- 
dented coasts as similar tubs had dart- 
ed since the beginning of the Christian 
era. The geisha girls in the odd little 
tea houses courtesled and flirted and 
sang as other geisha, .girls bad done; 
from time Immemorial. Two hundred 
and fifty noblemen, called dalmios, 
baring at their head one whom they: 
bad elected shogun, ruled the country, 
while the titular mikado, like the Chi- 
nese emperor of the present day, was 
n prisoner who was only allowed to 
speak to hia fellow men from behind a 
painted screen. There was little edu- 
. cation except among the chief men. 


All this, however, wag before the 


.visit of the strango American ships. 
The snfcjects of the dairnioa, in their 
childlike wonder, did not know that 
this thing marked the beginning of a 
new era In the history of their Island 
empire. They bad been touched by,the 
nnrestfa! sjtfrit culled progress, and 
nevermore canld they be content to 
follow in the ways of -fhelr fathers.

Simultaneous Development. 


The development came to,'ail .lines 


simultaneously. With the return of the 
first crop of Japanese' graduates ^from 
European and American universities 
began the development of'a modern 
educational system in Japan. 'From 
each country she took the best. Her 
model - for 
her public schools was 


America. 


New industries sprang into 
life. 


Railroads were introduced. Japanese 
youths were sent abroad to'study in 
the foundries. 
The marvelous imita- 


tive faculty .of the people fcame Into 
play, end In a short time native shops 
.were constructing machinery on the 
exact pattern that had been observed 
abroad. 


This development was especially In 


evidence in the navy and army. In- 
deed, there can be little doubt that the 
dream of becoming a great military 
power was the actuating motive in the 
modernizing of Japan: The soldier 
bad Always been the national hero of 
the country. The nobles and the sa- 
murai under them had fought with 
each other from time Immemorial. A 
contempt t>f physical danger; and of 
death had been Inculcated in, the minds 
Ot the children from the earliest'ages. 
A large section of the population had 
no other trade than fighting. Such « 
spirit as this had to have outlet in 
some direction, and wbeii the -antflcn- 
tion of tlie empire came at the begin- 
ning at the reign of th»-present rniltado 
the military flrdor had to seek an out- 
ward object oh which to vent ItBelf, as 
Internal discord was at an end. It was 
then that the dream came of a greater 
Japan. The cnrewd statesmen of'the 
Island empire saw that by the intro- 
duction of western weapons and.meth- 
ods of,..fl«bilnB. the., lap., could .easily 
become TEe lord" 61 ~tn"e "fa'r "east? 'Once' 
having that end in view, the energies' 
of the country were bent-to Its accom-' 
plishmenl The first step to that end' 
was to build up BM army, and a navy.

ing themselvesin the war with Russia. 
Powerful Vessels. 


After the Borer uprising, when the 


, allies were withdrawn from Peking, 
•Japan's military activity continued. 
•The navy- was strengthened by the in- 
troduction of some of the greatest 
fighting machines afloat. Today the 
Japanese fleet contains four battle- 
ships averaging over 15,000 tons each, 
two of them, the Mlkasa and the Asa- 
h'i, reaching 15,200. These: are larger 
than any ships of the Russians and as 
large as any in the world. 


Nor was the mikado's government 


satisfied with securing only', the ships. 
She already had well trained gunners 
and crews, as bad been shown In the 
battles of the Yalii.and .Port Arthur. 
These were not enough. cThe Spanish- 
American war showed' what .marks- 
manship will do. As soon a» the Amer- 
ica u gunners were left idle after the 
close of that conflict Japan began bid- 
ding for them. It was estimated, that 
Just prior to the outbreak of the Rus- 
so-Japanese war there were at least 
800 American gunners.in the navy of 
the mikado. These are the men who 
fought with Dew ey at Manilas and .with 
Bchley at Santiago; 


Because of the character .of her 


shores the torpedo boat is peculiarly 
'tffective irii Japanese waters. As a re- 
sult a large number of- these were se- 
cured. Naval men In recent times had 
come' to the conclusion that the effec- 
tiveness of these craft had been -over- 
estimated. 
So well 'have they been 


handled by the-Japanese that-this es- 
timate is being .revised. , 
v 


It has long been held-that a naturally 


bright nation, 'which* has practically 
stood still for centuries, will, when 
brought into contact land competition 
with other peoples, -develop with al- 
most incredible rapidity. This theory 
seems to hold goad in'the case of the 
Japanese. In the manipulation of tor- 
pedo craft and, in fact, of every other 
type of fighting vessels, they were, ap 
to a abort time ago, humble • pupils.

This is because silfe is produced 
go cheaply in Japan, and it is produced 
eo cheaply because women and girls 
do nearly all the work of rearing the 
worms and getting silk, from the co- 
coon^. They work for a few cents a 
day. ' 


When a .Tap family wijshos to go Into 


Bl!k culture the first step is to plant 
mulberry bushes and tend them. Here 
man and boys are of use. A hedge of 
mulberry bushes is planted. So scarce 
In ground in Japan that while the row 
of young mulberry trees in growing veg- 
etables are raised in all the spaces be- 
tween, and food for thje family is ob- 
tained, 
y 


The slllc producers tejtd the trees till 


they are three years eld. Then they 
send, usually to Kioto, for silkworm 
eCRS. (Look upon ,vor«r map and find 
Kleto.) 
Oddly enoughs. Japan has a 


breed of silkworms that feeds on oak 
l»aves instead of mulberry, and the silk 
lliey, yield is of a vary, rare, glossy 


kind. The climate of Japan is much 
the same as ours. In late winter or 
early spring the silk culturist sends for 
the silk eggs, and they hatch just as 
the 
tender young mulberry leaves 


sprout. 


The eggs are so small and delicate 


that little girls can handle them better 
than anybody else. The eggs are at- 
tached to small cards or inclosed in 
hollow willow twigs. At hatching time 
egg tjvigs or cards are hung In a shel- 
tered spot and watched carefully. The 
eggs by this time have turned dark,, and 
in a few days the tiny worms hatch. 
The little girls are on the lookout for 
them. So soon as they appear they are 
shaken gently into paper covered boxes. 
There they are softly sprinkled with 
sifted bran. Mulberry buds finely chop- 
ped are fed to them. They are kept in 
the boxes a day or two, then tumbled 
softly out upon straw mats. Young 
mulberry leaves are fed to them upon 
the mats. 


It is important to keep worms of the 


same size together. If a big one and a 
little one should happen to lie next 
each other the little Jap girl takes one 
or the other and' lays it upon a mat

the girl picks it up gently and puts it 
there. A ,Tap girl, thinks no more of 
picking up a silkworm in her fingers 
than a boy does fit handling a flshworm. 


The worms are taken from the stale 


leaves three or four times a day. On 
this earth there is probably no creature 
so greedy as a silkworm: -It eats forty 
times its own weight of mulberry leaves 
every twenty-four hours. 
"" 


In from 'six to seven weeks the worm 


gets large and "swollen and. heavy, nat- 
urally;. "so>-perhaps, from eating so 
much.' This is a sign that -it is going 
to spin a web all around Itself and en- 
ter into the cocoon state. While It is 
still a werm it is called a larva. While 
in»the cocoon it spins it is called a 
chrysalis. Cross sticks of bamboo are 
placed above the tables where : the 
worms are; A worm fastens Itself to 
one of these and begins to spin out of 
itself a web to cover itself with. If let 
alone it would after a time eat its way 
out of the cocoon and become a moth. 
But then the silk would be ruined. Be- 
fore this stage is reached the creatures 
are killed by heating the cocoons. 


The next stage Is that of winding the1 


silk fiber from the cocoons. The worms 
are put in a basin of'warm water and 
tossed about gently till the fiber is 
loosened. Then little girls wind it from 
the 
cocoons, 
putting 
several 
tiny 


threads Into one. 'The fiber on the'outr 
side of the cocoon is rougher and 
cbarser-than the inner part. When this 
is reeled off it forms what is called 
in our country raw silk. It is spun/Into 
threads by the Jap girls and women 
and woven into clothing for their own 
families. 
The Test, the fine .part, Is 


made into large skeins ana sold. 


Ton will observe In the pictures that 


much pf this work is done by girls and 
woinen sitting down, nut as we do, but 
upon the floor with their feet bent 


backward unfler them. ' That is how 
nearly all orientals sSt. Bend your 
knees 'and see how long you .can sit in 
that position. I have tried it, and. it 
did not work at all. Constant sitting 
in this way makes the Japs short leg- 
ged, it is claimed.

A new. version of the donkey party Is
